In the Brit- 
ish colonies it w as submerged in 1834, 
from cause* exterior to itself, by the 
humanitarian wave that wrecked the 
West Indies; in the French colonies 
it was abolished by the revolutionary 
government of 1M48; in the Dutch 
colonics it possibly subsists to this . 
day. Theoretically abolished or not, I 
the relationship between civilized 
whites and savage blacks must be 
everywhere a modified form of slav- 
ery; and a white colonization of the 
African tropics can only take place 
under conditions indistinguishable 
from a limited slavery. — James Col- 
lier, in Po pular Science Mo nthly.

McNiven entered without difficul- 
ty, but had only reached the bed when 
he heard a shot fired. He shouted to 
d no reply. After 
an unsuccessful search of the apart- 
ment McNiven came to the door and 
was told by a rural postman, who was 
standing on the roadside, that Mac- 
Callum had left the house shortly 
after the report of the shot. In the 
kitchen he found King lying on the 
floor with the gun across his feet. 
With the assistance of the postman ho 
had him removed outside. Then they 
discovered that King was dead, anil 
the hue and cry was Taised, but Mac- 
Callum hod got a pood start. He had 
bolted minus his boots, and later in 
the evening he visited a crofter's 
house and procured a pair. That was 
the last that was seen of him. 

It was about four o'clock on Tues- 
day, December 20, when the trag- 
edy occurred, and for the next G4 
hours the wretched outlaw was abroad 
in thehills of Strathspey, skulking be- 
hind the bowlders, hiding in cave*, 
shrouding himself among the mists 
of the mountains. He was without 
food, without shelter, without friends, 
Even his dog, which at first followed 
him, had deserted him. Sixty men 
were at one- time engaged in the man 
hunt. Now and then rumors would 
in that he had been seen, but 
they proved to be unfounded. 

Not until Friday, December 23, did 
authentic information of his where- 
abouts come to hand, and, as the fugi- 
tive was by this>tim« exhausted by his 
privations and exertions, and was 
known to be unarmed, measures were 
taken to secure him. As dawn 
breaking Deputy Chief Constable 
Chisholm, Sergeant Frazer and Con- 
stable Macbeth ran him to earth in 
the neighborhood of Nethy bridge 
upon a piece of rising ground, which 
bears the ominous name of the Gal- 
lows nil!. MacCallum, who bore 
traces of the hardship which he had 
undergone, was brought to Inverness 
and lodged in the castle. A large 
crowd assembled on his arrival, and 
watched the removal from the station 
to the ca'tle with much interest. 

'McCallum has led a most remark- 
able career, and during the last ten 
years h-e has been recognized as the 
most daring and notorious poacher in 
the Highlands. He was born at Loch 
Ericht 44 year? ago, but his boyhood 
was spent on the Braes' of Loehaber, 
where his father was head game- 
keeper. From his boyhood MacCal- 
lum had a stormy life, frequent con- 
flicts taking place between him and 
the men under his father's charge. 
The end was that he was sent to the 
Falkland island* as a shepherd, but 
he led a wild life, and seven years ago 
returned and settled down to his avo- 
cation of poacher in the wild moun- 
tains ami wooded district known as 
Monadhlieth. 

The clever, agile and daring poach- 
er outwitted the closest espionage of 
keepers and police for years. He 
knew every mile of the wild district, 
and he was the terror of the game- 
keepers around, and latterly they per- 
mitted him to roam pretty much un- 
molested. His only companion was 
his big dog, and the few people who 
came in contact with him — 
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wild mountainous life h 
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Grampians, stretching iron 
Ban (Tshire on the east to Fort Will iair 
on the west. MacCallum had studied 
ire to get the best markets foi 
I, and many game dealers. 
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commanding figure 
was well known to all the countryside. 
Standing five feet eleven inches high, 
broad shouldered, deep chested, with 
powerful arms and legs, a bulldog type 
of neck, and a carriage such as Rob 
Roy might have envied, he is a truo 
ion of the mountains, if ever there 
wae one. There is nothing in his fea- 
ture* that rogggest* crime orvioe,but 
the eye* are often fierce and full of 



lire. He walki with the slow and 
measured gait peculiar to the game- 
italker, and seems to suspect every- 
body with whom he comes in con- 
tact. 

As he was never married, there is 
not much romance of the softer kind 
to chronicle about him, but the house- 
hold to which he was the mainstay- 
was a peculiar one, consisting of him- 
self, an old woman known as "Black- 
May," an d her daughter.— L loyd's. 

HAWAII'S OLDEST WOMAN. 

Kepoolele Apua Recently Died at the 
Age of 137 Years. 

There died at Honolulu recently 
a woman of the age of 127 years. The 
figures have been verified by Prof. 
Alexander, the historian; A. T. At- 
kinson, superintendent of census, and 
Mrs. E. M. Nakuina, a Hawaiian lady 
of high cultivation, both in English 
and her own language. The follow- 
ing account of a visit to the old woman 
three years ago was* prepared by Mrs. 
Nakuina, and is vised by Prof. Alex- 
ander: 

"On entering the house we found 
her sitting on the floor. She was at- 
tended by two women, one of whom 
was the wife of a grandson. She was 
very deaf and could not see clearly 
though when I presented a dollar foi 
her sbe held out her hand for it and 
placed it in her pocket. This was at 
the close of the interview, but I men 
tion it now to show what the old lady's 
faculties were. 

"Prof. Alexander, after some pre- 
liminary remarks, in order not to 
alarm the old lady, suggested am 
ber of historical questions which were 
put by myself. From these welearned 
that she well remembered the aboli- 
tion of idolatry and the war in that 
connection. She stated that she was 
a married woman and an attendant of 
Kapiolani I., when that queen de- 
scended into the crater of the Kil- 
auea volcano and broke the tabu 
against women being in that locality. 
The old lady said that in consequence 
of this momentous event her own 
name was changed by her people from 
Kepoolele to Apau. 

"The old lady said that shercmem 
bered Keoua being killed at Kwai- 
hae. This occurred in 1701, and is 
described in Alexander's "History of 
the Hawaiian People." 

"Becoming interested in the sub- 
ject of old events, the aged woman 
volunteered the information that she 
remembered the digging of the well 
in Kau by Kamehamehn I., and that 
she was a child at the time, running 
about like a child of six or seven. This 
event occurred in 1781 and is> de- 
scril>ed in Fornander's history. 

"I followed up another method of 
investigation, inquiring how many 
children she had, tracing their de- 
scendants. This I was enabled to do 
to tho fifth generation. Allowing the 
ordinary 30 years for a generation 
would give 120 years, and we can 
easily allow for the fifth enough to 
bring her out at the age she cla " 
an entirely different method, 
•ere satisfied that the old lady had 
spoken the truth. 

"What a curious link with the pa; 
she is. She must have been a littl 
toddling child when Capt. Cook came 
to the islands. She saw the mon 
archy of Hawaii consolidated and sh 
saw it fall. She remained a monu- 
ment to the past." 

The following may be accepted as 
the history of Kepoolele Apua: 

She was born at Keahialaka, Puna, 
Hawaii, and was about six years old in 
1781. The name Kepoolele was that 
of a high chief of the time. This 
chief (alii) was accused of causing 
deaths by sorcery and petition was 
made to the king to have his head cut 
off, as he was considered an extreme- 
ly dangerous person. Hence the name 
Kepoolele (the dissevered head). The 
name Apua means "You will be eaten 
up," which was the almost universal 
threat or prophecy when Kapiolani 
placed the women of Hawaii on a Jewel 
with men by visiting the sacred pre- 
cincts of Pele, the fire eoddess. At the 
time this old woman received this sec- 
ond name she was full grown.— St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat.

BOW HE MET DEATH. 

Later Particulars of the Fatal 
Accident to John D. Young. 

Tho remain*) of John D. Young, 
who met death Saturday niglit by a 
fall down the snalt ot the Elkhart 
mine at Cloride, Mahqve county, ar- 
rived over the S. F. P. & li. last eve- 
ning, accompanied by J. Roe Young, 
father of the deceased, and Claude C. 
Early. The latter had chargo of the 
hoUting bucket at the time the acci- 
dent occurred. The nature of thi 
death is even more sad when tin 
circumstances are learned. Bunda\ 
Mrs. Young, mother of deceased, re 
ceived a letter from her son, who in- 
formed her he was doing nicely. He 
seemed somewhat buoyant over his 
success at Chloride and promised soo 
to send his mother on a visit to Kei 
tucky. Since Mrs. Young has learned 
of the death of her son she has been 
in a dazed condition until now tome 
of hor friends tear she may not re- 
cover. 

John Young seemed to have a pre 
moniiion ot bis faio at the tiino he 
undertook to go dowu tho shaft. A 
8 o'clock that nigra Superintendent 
Ferguson of the mine determined t< 
show Mr. Sloan, the heaviest stock 
holder in tho property, the working- 
of the mine. John Young had beei 
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cque.

ed, sayiug that he had completed hit 
woik .aud changed his clothes, am 
also that ho thought the bucket wa- 
not safe. Finally Mr. Sloan also re- 
quested him to go down in the buck- 
et, which he coucludud to do i 
first expostulating with him. 
again changed his clothing aud 
ting Into tne bucket lighted a cai 
and gave the signal to lower to 
300-foot level . The bucket had been 
lowered but a few feet when it broke 
loose from it* fastenings. Mr. Youug 
threw up hia hands aud 
lighted candle, and uttered his last 
words, "1 am gone!" His body fell 
110 feet. Ii struck oue aide ot the 
shaft aud was guided to the landing 
opposite, where it was found lying 
across the bucket, but not badly lim- 
ed. Death, however, must 1 
been iustantaueous. 

Before the corouer's jury yesten 
at which Mr. Sloan was the coroner, 
the question aroso as to the safety of 
bucket. In common with others 
tho foremau testified that the bucket 
had not been considered safe for some 
time. He coudemned It and said that 
new appliances for it had arrived the 
same day on which the accident oc- 
curred. The jury rendered a verdict 
that the death had been a result of 
carelessness on the part of the com- 
pany. At Superintendent Ferguson's 
request the jury was ordered for an- 
other sitting this morning. It has 
ion asked to change the verdict. 
The manner in which the buckej 
became entanitled has boeu a matter 
of much speculation. The most plaus- 
ible theory advanced is that the ball 
of the buokes did not rest securely in 
the dutch owing to a defective dog.— 
The Arlxona Republican, April 1L

Pincheco and escape being shot, 
or knocked on the head, you may 
well claim that the days of miracles 
are still in full blast; and if you were 
present at one of the old-time wood- 
choppings and failed to see some one 
receive a broken nos© before the fes- 
tivities ended, you might well have 
abundant reason for kicking against 
not having had a run for your money.
